Thespeakenshall, in all cases; require those 
who arein favour of the passage of à bill, resolution, 
er motion, to say aye, and those who are against it, 
te say no; and in all cases when the speaker doubts 
whether the ayes or noes have it, he shail request 
those who are in favour of the passage of the bill, or 
adoption of a resolution or motion, to show their ag- 
sent by keeping their seats, , 

IX. The jirst member named on a committee, 
shall be the chairman of the same, unless said com- 
mittee shall be appointed t» act in conjunction with q 
committee appoinied by the Senate. 

X. The Speaker with leave of the House, ma 
gpeak on any subject before the arguments are closed. 

XI. Any member digressing from the subject, or 
using personal observations or reflections, shall be 
called te order by the Speaker, chairman, or any 
member present.

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Dance, their 
engrossing Clerk: 

Mr. Speaker—The Senate have adopted a resolu- 
tion, that a joint select committee be appointed to 
draft resolutions for the government of both branch- 
es of the Legislature, in the transaction of business 3 
and have appointed Mr. Hall, Mr. Hamilton, and 
Mr, Overton, to be of said committee on the part of 
the Senate: and ask the concurrence of the House 
of Representatives therein. . 

The said resolution was read and concurred in by 
ihis house. Ma,Maury,, Mr. Polk, My. Young, and 
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Sir. Taylor, were appointed a committee on the part 
of this house. 

Mr. Grundy introduced a bill to change the venus 
in the case therein named, accompanied by a petition! 
which bill was read the first time and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Brady, 

General Houston was invited to take a seat withts 
the bar of the house. 

A message in writing was then received from hie 
excellency the Governor, by Mr. Daniel Graham, 
Secretary of State, which he delivered in at the 
Speaker’s table, and then withdrew. l 

The said Message was read, and is as follows : 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, and 
of the House of Representatives: 

PBRILAPS a more suitable occasion may not offer, 
to tender to my fellow-citizens of Tennessee, my 
grateful acknowledgments for the late expression of 
their approbation, by calling me again to the office of 
chief magistrate of the state. This additional proof 
of their confidence, will, I trust, be constantly in my 
recollection, in the discharge of the official duties 
which may devolve upon me. 

Amongst the subjects upon which it is probable. 
your body will have to act at the present session, that 
of the depressed state of our currency has a hich 
claim to your attention. 

When our banks suspended the payment of specie 
an 1819, it was thought by those who then advocated 
it, to be a measure which the embarrassmenis of the 
country at that time required; but no one believed, 
that the suspension ought to, or would, continue for 
any length of time; and as a consequence of such a 
belief, a law was passed at the session of 1821, re- 
quiring that the banks shall commence the redemption 
of their notes on the first Monday of April next. As 
that time approaches, an apprehenston appears te pre- 
yail, that much distress will result from a rigid en- 
forcement of the law; and a solicitide is felt by many 
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for an extension ef the tine when it is to be carriud 
into eff cf. 
There being a difference of opinion in relation to 
this matter among the most enlightened men of the 
country, I offer hat \. hich I have formed, with a deep 
rense of my liability to err, not doubling that the 
focissuture will giye to it all the consideration to 
which they may think it entitled. It is urged, in fa 
vour of a repeal of the law, that the banks, to enable 
them to commence specie payments, will have to make 
targe calls on their debtors, the effects of whichwill be 
foltby allclassesof society, & thatscenes of distress will 
follow which the country has not heretofore witnessed. 
This result I think is extremely questionable. Is it 
not probabie, that as the banks withdraw their paper 
from Circulation, its place, In a great measure, will 
be supplied by a sound currency, circulated by indi- 
viduals who now keep their money hoarded up, from 
a want of confidence in the fluctuating state of a paper 
medium? But it is further urged in favour of a re- 
peal of the law, that if the banks were to resume the 
payment of their notes, that the specie would soon be 
Withcérawn from the country, by the payment of debts 
ave to foreign creditors. Ifthe debts of that descrip- 
tion are so considerable as to produce such effect, it 
would be a subject of regret; but can it in justice be 
prevented? Those debts were contracted in good 
faith, payable in specie or its equivalent; and it 
would, as I conceive, be improper, that contracts 
thus made should in any way be impaired by a legis- 
lative act. If our gold and silver should thus disap= 
pear for a time, exhibiting the melancholy fact that 
we have traded beyond our means, it will teach us 
the useful lesson so to regulate our commerce in future 
as to produce the balance of trade in our favour. If 
we give to the ecuntry a sound currency, and restore 
confidence in the stability of our laws, there is good 
reason to hope that this evil will not be extensively 
felt. The principal part of our foreign debts are 
ewing by solvent men, who feel interested in the wel- 
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fare of the community, and who will purchase produce 
to pay their debts, if there is a reasonable hope of 
making a small profit, in preference to taking away 
gold and silver. But whatever opinion may be en- 
tertained as io the expediency of specie payments, the 
late decisions of the supreme court of the state, de- 
claring the endorsement law unconstitutional, makes 
it peculiar! y necessary that something should be done 
io restore a sound medium as speedily as possible. A 
very natural consequence which will result from this 
decision, considering the present rate of exchange, will 
be the issuing of executions without the endorsement 
to take Tennessee bank paper. I presume it will not be 
pretended, that any law ought so far to interpose as 
to prevent the operation of this judicial decision. No 
course of legislation can be imagined.more ruinous te 
the interests and liberties of the people, and to our 
happy form of government, than an attempt to interfere 
with the honest and independent expression of opinion 
by the judicial department. 

With this view of the subject, I cannot but believe, 
that the character and interests of the state require 
that the law in question ought not to be repealed. 
We all acknowledge that a good currency must at 
some time be restored. To produce an event so de- 
sirable, the state has a crisis to meet; and are we 
not as well prepared to meet it now as some twelve 
or eighteen months hence? No doubt, when the re- 
zeneration shall take place, that some persons itt 
the community may suffer by it; but the healthy 
condition of the body politic, which will inevitably 
follow, will more than compensate for the injury a 
few individuals may possibly sustain. 

Should you be of opinion, alter a full examination 
of the subject, that the banks ought to redeem their 
notes as contemplated by law; and should it appear 
hy their reports, that they will be unable to do so, I 
would recommend the propricty of a law requiring, 
that they shall, upon presentation of some given 
amount of their notes, or over, pay in specie the pro~ 
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portion which their e idandsiive 1O Tovo ct. y 
to the amount of notes they Mayi o 2 ow 
and give a certificate for the balances. pay. 
after period, with interest; and that a reason. > 


be given to wind up their busin¢ss in tuat way > 
may be the least calculated to injure the commun. ° 
This plan will do equal justice to the noteholders, ai 
onject which should not be losi sight of, in the final 
adjustment uf the business of our banks. 

There are many who really believe that the conr 
munity sustains no injury Dy the circulation of an 
unsound currency. It is contended, that although 
the farmer and labourer give a higher price for 
any article of merchandize they purchase, than if 
they paid in specie, yet they are compensated by a 
corresponding increased price for their labour. It 
is true, that merchants generally take care to avoid 
the effects of a paper medium. ‘They know what their 
zoods cost; and in selling them, secure not only & 
reasonable profit, but an additional per cent to guard 
against the loss io which they are liable by the fuc- 
tuations ef a paper currency. Itis not so with the 
tarmer or labourer: they have no data by which to 
meke a nice calculation of the value of their produce 
or labour; and if they can receive the same prices 
they had previously been accustomed to obtain, 
when bank paper was good, they are content: thus 
verifying a sound political maxim, that the labouring 
part of the community are the last in society who can 
bring up their services to the standard of a deprecia- 
tedcurrency. "There is another evil which has ever 
reculted from the emission of bank paper, without a 
special basis for its redemption. Inno instance, itis 
believed, cither in the United States or elsewhere, 
has it failed to drive from circulation the precious me- 
tals ; thus frequeutly diminishing, instead of increa- 
sing the circulating medium: and the changes to 
which it is so often subject, makes every individual in 
whose hands it remains any time, liable to great losg- 
es; an inconvenience that never results from a good 
currency. 
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However strongly our feelings may be enlisted in 
favour of-the debtor class of society, there is no means 
of legislating them out of their pecuniary embarrass- 
ments, The rémedy is with us aal individually; and the 
sooner we apply it in earnest, the better. We must be 
economical and industrious; we must encourage the use 
of domestic or household manufactures. And, above 
all, we must take care that the profits of the business 
in which we may be engaged, shall be a little over, or 
at least equal to our expenditures. A detePmination 
to pursue a course of this kind, will soon make us an 
independent, a prosperous and happy peopic. 

I am fully persuaded, that if some change could be 

' made in our judiciary, so as to insure a speedy collec- 
tion of debts, which may be hereafter contracted, that 
it would have a happy tendency in preventing that 
system of credit which has heretofore been so ruinous 
to our state; and it would be the means of producing 
punctuality and confidence among individuals, in thel 
intercourse with each other in society. . | 

The subject of education has often been recommend- 
ed, and its claims to the festering care of the legisia- 
ture cannot be too strongly urged. Qur colleges and 
academies have languished for the wait of those funds 
so essential to their prospects and usefulness. A strong 
and very laudable desire seems generally to be mani- 
fested, that we should not be dependant apọn the Jite- 
rary institutions of our sister states for the education 
of our sons. We have the means, and it is only ne- 
cessary that they should be brought into action. and 
‘Tennessee will soon be as distinguished for her Bte- 
rary attainments, as she has been for the defence cf 
her rights. The durability of our government will 
much depend upon the information of its citizens, 
which cannot be attained by all, unless the means are 
brought within the reach of all. Then talents will be 
brought from obscurity, and the son of the posves% 
man in the community may be qualified for usefulress 
and the highest office in the state. This subject de- 
mangs your peculiar attention, and its importance is 

__ its highest recommendation. 
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There is no-subject upon Which the de eyin l ro tan. _ 
gti, more imprrtont te the presery ee of tye Tremis 
we enjoy, than te pier organization of cae ta lia. 
itis inconsistent with the gains of our sever ient, 
aud the wishes of the aie io Beep up a large stand- 
mag ary m time of peace. Hence, at the ccommmence- 
mene of a war gr en any suddeu cmergency, our re- 
iiance must be wholly on the militia. “And” it is use- 
less to dwell upon their inefficiency in time of danger, 
qmiess they are well disciplined. A very celebrated 
military writer observes, with peculiar propricty, that 
Ani, vay without discipline is a mob in disguise, more 
dan, zerou to itself than the enemy. We need only 
vefa rtg sime svenes of the late war, in which the mi- 
itia were engaged, for a practical illustration of tbis 
vemerk. To enter into the details of such a plan as 
? might offer for your consideration, would exceed 
tyo limits which would be proper in a communication 
at this kind. But if the subject should be taken up 
at the present session, I shail cheerfully render any 
cad i in my power to those to whom may be assigned 
o duty ‘ot preparing a bill.

The agricultural and commercial interests of Ten- 
nessee require, that we should keep constantly in 
view, the importance of turning our attention to in- 
ternal improvements at no very distant period. Re- 
ferring you to what I have heretofore communicated 
on the subject, I shall at this time offer no additional 
remarks.  ' ¢ 
' By an act of congress, at their last session, the le- 
gisfature of this state are authorized and empowered 
to affix such price to the vacant land north and cas. 
of the congressional reservation as in their discretion 
may be deemed right and proper. Fully convinced - 
that you will direct the sale of those lands in the way 
best calculated to promote the interests of Tennessce, 
I shall only express a hope, that it will form no part 
of your plan to sell on credit. 

Notwithstanding the temporary depression of our 
pecuniary concerns and prospects, we have still much 
reason to be thankful to an overruling Providence, for 
an abundance of the necessaries and conveniences cf 
life—for a rich and improving country—fer gcneral 
health, peace, and all ihe enjeyments conseyuent on 
the establishment of our happy form of govermnext, 
in prosperity or adversity, let us never forget to ren- 
der thanks for his many mercies to an Almighty Be- 
nefactor, who rules the destinies of the universe.

United States; and upon the best view of the subject 
which this General Assembly has been enabled te 
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take, it is believed, that the practice of Congressionai 
nominations is a violation of the spirit of the consti- 
tution of the United States: That instrument pro- 
sides, that there shall be three separate and distinct 
departments of the government; and great care and 
caution seem to have been exercised by its framers, 
to prevent any one department from acquiring or ex- 
ercising the smallest degiee of influence over another; 
and such solicitude was felt cn this subject, that in 
the second section of the second article, it is expressly 
declared, that *¢1:0 Senator or Representative, or 
person holding any offiee of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an Elector.” From. 
this provision, it is apparent, that the convention in- 
tended that the members of Congress should uot be 
the principal or primery agents, or actors, in electing 
the President and Vice-President of the United States: 
so far from it, thes are expressly disqualified from 
being placed in a situation to vote for those b'gh of- 
ficers, is there not more danger of undue influence 
to be apprehended, when the members of Congress 
meet in caucus, and mutually and solemnk pledge 
themselyes to support the individuals who may hare 
the highest number of votes in such meeting, than 
there would be in permitting them to be eligible to 
the appointment of Electors? In the latter case, 2 
few characters, rendered ineligible by the constitution, 
might succeed; but in the former, a powerful comei- 
nation of inucntial men is formed, who may fix upon 
the American people thelr highest oihcers, against the 
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consent of a cikar miogority of the pecple themselves 3 
and this may be dune by the very isen show the con- 
stiution intende: to peobili from acung on the sub- 
ject.

With what 
proprely the same men whe, ire the rear 1893, may 
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be caled on to discharge a constitutional duty, can 
in the year 1824, go into a caucus, and pledge thenr- 
selves to support the men then nominated, cannot be 
discerned ; especially when it might so happen, that 
the persons thus nominated could not, under any cir- 
cumstances, obtain a single vote from the state whose 
members stood pledged to support them. It is said, 
that an election by the House of Representatives 
w uld be a dangerous occurrence, which ought to be 
avoided. Ifso, let the constitution be so changed as 
to avoid it; but so long as the constitution directs 
one mode of electing officers, let not a different mode 
prevail in practice. When the history of the American 
government is looked into, with an eye to this subject, 
the apprehended danger disappears. Experience 
long since pointed out the inconveniences of the ori- 
ginal provisions in the constitution on this subject: 
an amendment, calculated, as was supposed, to re- 
move every obstacle, was proposed by our wisest 
statesmen: it was adopted by the American people 5 
and no difficulty has presented itsclf in subsequent 
practice. Shall a fear, that the amendment made 
may fail to answer the end proposed by it, induce us 
to adopt a course, or persist in a practice, which is 
manifestly an evasion of the constitution, and a di- 
rect infraction of the spirit of one of its most import- 
ant provisions ? : 
It has been said, that the members of Congress, in 
caucus, only recommend to the people for whom to 
vote, and that such recommendation is not obligatory. 
This is true, and clearly proves, that it is a matter 
which does not belong to them ; that in recommending 
candidates, they go beyond the authority committed 
to them as members of Congress, and thus transcend 
the trust delegated ta them by their constituents. Uf 
their acts had any obligatory force, then the authority 
must be derived from some part of the constitution of 
the United States, and might be rightfully exercised ; 
but when they say they only recommend, it is an ad- 
mission on their part, that they are acting without 
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authority, and are attempting, by a usurped influence? 
toy efect an object not condet to them, and not with- 
in ther powers even by implication. It camet he 
wilmitied, that there is asy weight In the argument 
drana froin the fact. that bot the parties heretofore 
voutenüins for snp -riarity in toe United States. have, 
in funaer tices. resorted to this practice. ‘The ae- 
tions of wthlic or pisate men, heated by party zeal, 
and struggling for ascendency, osght not to be urged 
as precedents, v ben circumstances have entirely chan- 
ged, AH political precedents, are of doubtful autho- 
rity, and should never be permitted ta pass ung Ues- 


tioned, unless moge in good tines, ond TSP raqaable 
perposes. in polistion ur the practice of resorting 
to Caucus notiuations, ba former times, it was said 
rat each parey nitint ef pecessity consult Logether in 
i@ best possible way. aud select the mast suitable 
sersons frum teir respe tive parties, so that the uni- 
eu Cffuris of all these composing it might be brought 
o bear upon their oppunents. It is to be recollected, 
that there is no danger of a departure from, or viola- 
Bon of the constitution, except when strong tempta- 
tious are presented; and this will seldom oceur, ex- 
cepi when parties afe arrayed against each other, and 
their feelings violently excited. The state of things, 
however, in the United States, is entirely changed: 
it is no longer a selection made by members of Con 
gress of different parties, but it is an clection by the 
two houses of Congress, in which ail the members 
must be permitted to attend and sote. It is not difficult 
to perceive, that this practice may promote and place 
men in oldce, whe could not be clected were the con 
siiiutional mode pursued. It is placing the election 
of President and Vice-President of the United States, 
an election in which all the states baye an equal inte- 
rest and equal rights, more in the power of a few of 
the most populous states, thun was contemplated by 
the constitution. The practice is considered objec- 
tionable on other accounts: so long as Congress is 
considesed as composed of the individuals on whom 
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the eleclion depends, the executive will is ‘subjected 
to the control of that body; and it ceases, in some 
degree, to be a separate and independent branch of 
the government; aud an expectation of executive pa- 
ironages may have an unhappy influence on the deli- 
berations of Congress. 

Upon a review of the whole subject, the following 
reasons, Which admit of much amplification and en- 
largement, mare than has been urged in the foregoing 
inight be conclusively relied on to prove the impolicy 
and une onstitutionality of Cengressional nominations 
of candidates for the Presidency and Vice-Prestdency 
of the United States, Ist: A caucus nomination is 
against ine spirit of the constitution. 2dly: H is 
buth trexpodient and impolitic. Sdly : embers of 
Congress may become the final elec tors, and therefore 
cugi nt not to prejudge tl :e case by pledging themscives 
pees ies iy to support particular candidates. Zibly : 
it violates the equality intended to be secured to the 
weaker states by the constitution. Sthly: Caucus 
nominations may in time, if the practice is not effectu- 
ally prevented by the interference of the states, ac- 
iiei the form of precedents and become authoritative, 
end taereby derange the liberties of the American 
peuple. 

‘The General Assembly, believing that the true 
spirit of the constitution will be best preserved by 
le: aving the election of President and Vice-President 
to the “people themselves, through the medium of elec- 
wrs chosen by them, uninfluenced by any previous 
nomination made by members of Congress, have 
adopted the folowing resolutions :

Mr. Polk, from the joint committee appointed to 
memorialize Congress, made the following report, 
which was read at the clerk's table, and is as follows: 

The' joint committee appointed to take Imto consi- 
deration the propriety of memorializing the Congress 
of the United States, for the purpose of procuring a 
relinquishment to the state of Tennessee, of the vacant 
and unappropriated soil Tying south and west of the 
Congressional reservation line, have taken the subject 
into consideration, and beg leave to report : 

That the Congress of the United States, by an act 
passed on the igth day of April, 1806, authorized the 
state of Tennessee to issue grants and perfect titles 
north and east of the reservation line, and imposcd 
as a condition upon which Tennessee was authorized 
to issue grants and perfect titles, that six hundred 
and forty acres of land within every six miles square 
in the territory thereof ceded, should be Jaid off for 
the use of schools, for the instruction of children, for- 
ever. This act of Congress was ratified and confirm- 
ed by Tennessee in September of the same year after 
it was passed, and provision was made to carry into 
effect the benevolent intentions of Congress, with re- 
gard to the donation thus made for the use of schools.

‘Fennessee proceeded to perfect titles by virtue of the 
power delegated to her, and a few tracts of school 
lands were laid eff, amounting to only 22,705 acres, 
in consequence of existing claims derived from North 
t‘aroHna, leaving a deficit, or balance, unprovided 
tor, of 421,729 acres of school lands, estimating the 
country north and east of the line to contain sixteen 
mHHons of acres, whichis believed to be very nearly 
correct, Your committee state, that Tennessee kept 
ber offices open, and continued to perfect titles, north 
and cast of the line, so Jong as the owners of warrants 
aerived from North-Carolina could find land which 
they corceived worth appropriating, or upon which 
they were willing to sink their claims; and still it 
was found, that North-Carolina claims, to a conside- 
rable amount, remain unsatisfied, When Congress, 
in the winter of 1818, after the Indian tithe had been 
extinguished to the country south and west of the line, 
authorized the balance of claims still unappropriated 
Hop, to be satisfied in that section of country z and au- 
themized the state of Tennessee to perfect titles there, 
as sie ned done under the act of 1806, north and east 
of the Hines bet made no provision similar to that of 
ES, for che benefit of schools for the instruction of 
schlieren. In 1819, Tennessee, in pursuance of the 
u(t of copgress of 1818, opened an office for the adju- 
dication of North-Carolina land claims, and provided 
209 perfert titles south and west of the Congressional 
resersation line, and limited the time of filing claims 
tor acjudication; and in 1821, the legislature gave 
Surther time for the adjudication of claims, and for 
satisfying the sane; and declared by law, that her 
Lites fox receiving entries should be forever closed 
sr ihe Brst Monday in May, 1823, and that all claims 
aLich were not presented on or before that day, should 
te forever barred. Her Jaws were promulgated, and 
all claimants vere notified thereby, of the period with- 
ia whieh they were required to present them. This 
tle legislature conceised they had the power to do 5 
fo, although by the compact with North-Carolina 
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and Congress, Tennessee was bound to satisfy all 
valid claims derived from North-Carolina, yet it was 
conceived that she was only bound to do so within a 
reasonable time, and not at any period of time with- 
out limitation when the whim or caprice of the owner 
might induce him to present his claims: and it was 
at that time hoped, and believed, that all the valid 
claims would be presented and satisfied within the 
time limited for receiving them. At the present ses- 
sion of the General Assembly it was, however, disco- 
vered that a few claims were still unprovided for; 
and although it was believed, that the claimants had 
waived their right to have them satisfied, by loss of 
time, yet the legislature, wishing to provide for every 
honest, bona fide claim, has again opened offices for 
the adjudication and satisfaction of all such claims 
as the legislature deem honest and bona fide, until 
the first day of June, 1825 ; at which time her offices 
ave declared to be forever closed, and all persons who 
‘do not present their claims within that period, are 
declared to be forever barred. And it is hoped, that 
every bona fde claim may be satisfied within thas 
period. 

Your committee beg leave further to represent, that 
the country south and west of the Congressional re- 
servation line, is estimated to contain 8,000,009 of 
acres, all of which that is of much value has been 
appropriated to the satisfaction of Nerth-Carolins 
claims; and after satisfaction of claims yet unprovi- 
ded for, the balance will be of very inconsiderable 
value; will be in detached parcels; and would be o 
no value but for the timber it will afford to adjoining 
lands, for range, &c. and will be of no object to the 
general government; but if relinquished to the state 
of Tennessee, would assist in supplying tho deficit of 
school funds, contemplated and provided for by the 
act of congress of 1806. Your committee greatly 
agknowledge the liberality of Congress in relinguish- 
ing the title of the government of the United States 
to the vacant and unappropriated territory Iving

weir present session, have made provision for its 
sporttion at 131 cents per acre, which is believed 
> Þe a leir price for much ube greater portion of if 
its worth epprepriating at any price; a great 
ri it consists of barrens and mountains, that is 
OL W ae th the annual tax required to be paid to the 
verament, and will not be taken up at all. The 
yeoreras of such poriion as may be appropriated, are 
aade a perpetual and standing Hterary fund, the in- 
teres: of which, and the tax accruing upon ‘lie lands 
taken up, are directed to be annually appropriated 
for the promotion of common schools, and the educa- 
ton of the poor, under the management of school 
eqmvmiiesioners in each county. This fund of itself, 
together with the 22,705 acres of school lands already 
sranied, your committee believe would be Inadequate 
to produce that general good in the community, which 
the government of the United States no dcubt intended 
at the time the original donation was made, But if, 
after the first of June, 1825—at which time the offices 
for the satisfaction of North-Carolina claims are to 
be chostd—the unappropriated and vacant soil lying 
south and west of the Congressional reservation line 
was relinquished to the state of Tennessee, the litera- 
oyy fand would be made respectable, and its salutary 
effects upon the community would no doubt be scen 
and felt in aiew years. Your committee deem it 
useless to urge the importance of education in a re- 
public, among the great body of the people; its atility 
is universally admitted; and the government of the 
United States have pursued the policy of making [i- 
beral donations to the several states, for the promo- 
tion and encouragement of learning—they have scen 
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that the main pillar upon which the security of the 
liberties of the country rests is a virtuous yeomanry. 

The premises considered, your committee beg leave 
to recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, That our senators and representatives in 
Congress be required to use their best exertions, 
whenever they shall deem it expedient so to do, to 
procure the passage of a law authorizing the state of 
‘Tennessee to dispose of the vacant lands lying south 
and west of the Congressional reservation line, after 
the first day of June, 1825, at such price as may be 
thought pradent by the legislature for the purposes 
of education.
